Make §the Dollars. 


HOW SOME FORTUNES WERE MADE 


Bordm Mads Millions from Condensed 
Milk; Another Fortune Was Made 
from Hairpias, and So It Goes. 


It is strange that people who are the 
most needy are generally the most waste- 
ful and extravagant. This is proverbial of 
the negro who will spend his last cent on 
an excursion or a watermelon. There are 
many white fo!ks, too, who look not a day 
ahead, but live like the tramp and say: 

“Fate cannot harm me—I have dined to- 
day.”’ 

There is a marked contrast between 
northern and southern people in this re- 
gard. When I was a boy I went to school 
near Boston, and the family 1 lived with 
astonished my Georgia raising by teaching 
me to take no more on my plate than 1 
intended to eat, and it is a fact that when 
we had finished a meal the plates hardly 
needed washing, We had to clean our shoes 
well before we went in the house. We had 
to chang? our garments to suit the weather, 
There was a place for hats and books and 
overshoes and everything else, but when 1 
returned homs I relapsed into our free and 
easy ways. There were dogs and picanin- 
nies to eat up the seraps and darkies to 
brush the shoes and clean up after dirty 
boys. It is the economy of New England 
that has made her people rich. This econ- 
omy is more from habit than stinginess. 
Their forefathers began that way because 
they had to and the habit has come down 
from generation to generation. They get 
rich more from saving than from making 
money. With them it is little by little, 
and yet they are liberal in church and 
charity and hospitals and asylums and 
monuments. 1 was ruminating about this 
while riding around Green’ Cove Springs 
with a yourg lady friend, who patiently 
aiswered ajl my questions. “Whose fine 
hotel is that?’ “It belongs to the Bor- 
dens.”’ “Whose beautitul residence is 

“I: is the Bordens’, too?’ “What 
is that?’ “It is wne the Bordens

. I. A. hold their meetings?’ “The 
J-ordens."’ ‘“‘Why did your people build this 
iandseme courthouse so far away from 
the center of town?’ ‘Well, the Bordens 
gave the ground and wanted it there.” 
kiverywhere we rode I could hear of the 
Lordens—the Bordens until my curiosity 
Was excited and 1 said: ‘“‘Well, do please 
teil me about these Bordens? Where did 
they come from?” “Why, don’t you know’”’ 
fail Miss Belle. “Il thought every boty 
Knew Gail Lorden, whose name is on 
every can of the eagle brand of condensed 
iniik. He is dead, but ap children own his 
patent and ali the other patents. They are 
immnensely zich and spend their winters 
here. They love this place and are lavish 
With their money.” “Whose beautiful 
property is that?’ I inquired. ‘Oh, that is 
arcother millionaire’s. His name is David— 
Thadeus David, the ink man. This is his 
Fiorida home an@ he is liberal, too. We 
pcor southe.ners have to depend on these 
ricii men from the nortm amd they have 
been so kind that all prejudice and bitter- 
hess has parsed away.” 

Well, we have great respect for both 
Borden and David, the man of white and 
the man of black. I see David's name on 
my ink bottle right now and we had Bor- 
den’s* pure rich condensed cream in our 
cofiee for breakfast. In fact we raised a 
couple of children on it, and they love their 
niolher lone the less for it. Borden is a 
public benefactor ard we are willing for 
his children to be rich. But I do not sup- 
pose that he made more than a cent or two 
on earh can of milk. It illustrates how 
those yankees will diligently pursue a little 
thing—a one idea for years and years and 
make a fortune, while our people will pur- 
sue a big thing and fail. Captain Howell 
told me a>dout seeing a magnificent equip- 
age driving in Central park and the lone 
man inside looked like a whiskered French 
count. “‘Who is that man?” he asked of a 
New York friend. “Oh,” said he, “that's 
Jeremiah Shaddock, whose father made a 
fortune making hairpins away up the Ken- 
nebeck river. The old man is dead and the 
a regular swell—but he can af- 
— 
the thousand little things tha 
add to our comfort and convenience and ais 
of them come from the north. This pen 
and penstaff and ink and inkstand. This 
lamp and lamp chimney. This table and 
chair and all the other furniture. These 
curtains and fixtures. And there are the 
peus and needles and thread and tacks and 
fish hooks and lines and scissors and thim- 
bles and buttons and eyelets, to say nothing 
of the big things. It is a marvel to read 
the tariff book and turn page after page 
and scan the thousandy of things that du- 
ties are drawn from to support the govern- 
ment. It is called a tariff for revenue only, 
but all of these things enjoy an incidental 
protection that enriches the American man- 
ufacturer. The south is not in it, save as 
a consumer. But a wise providence did 
not give them all the blessings. He gave 
us a goodly heritage. Our blessed climate 
is enough to offset all their protection and 
all their wealth. Now, if Georgia and her 
western sisters will do twp things it seems 
to me the prosperity of the south will be 
assured. Reduce the cotton acreage to one- 
half and manufacture one-half >of what is 
n.ade. North Carolina and South Carolina 
are advancing boldly on that line. Those 
two states have now more cotton mills 
than all the rest put together and tney 
are all raking money. I see it stated that 
there are sixteen in one county in South 
Carolina. We don’t want large mills, but 
numerous small ones scattered all over the 
cotton region. This would increase the price 
and keep the profits at home and give em- 
picyment to the poor. But this has been 
said so often that it need not be repeated. 
Nevertheless, there is infinitely more sense 
in it than in passing resolutions to hold our 
cotton for a higher price. Florida has not 
felt the effects of the panic like the cotton 
States. This is manifest everywhere you 
£0. Sanford is building up more rapidly 
than it was before the panic. Handsome 
residences are going up all about and there 
is an appearance of activity and thrift. 
Orange growers say that there is good 
money in them at even 50 cents a box on 
the tree and they feel sure of this much. 
Northern visitors are coming sooner than 
usual and we found the East Tezinessee 
tra'n crowded to Jacksonville and the

PITHY PULPIT SAYINGS. 


It is a vulgar mistake to suppose that our 
preachers as a class are wanting in wit 
and humor. This especially holds cf some 
of our older Methodist divines. Uncle Jim- 
my Dannelly, of the old South Carolina 
conference, had an incisiveness of speech 
that cut the most obdurate sinner to the 
core. Once, however, at a great camp 
meeting revival he got tit for tat, and per- 
haps for the only time in his life was non- 


plused and completely unhorsed. 

In his congregation was a gay Lothario 
who tovk no pains to conceal his dislike 
to the old preacher. At last this disgrun- 
tled auditor rose up and deliberately 
marched down the main aisle, flourishing a 
gold-headed cane. He had about reached 
the end of the aisle when Uncle Jimmy 
screameu after him at the top of his voice: 
“Ah, young man, there are no gold-headed 
canes in heaven!’ The young scapegrace 
whirled on his heel, and fronting the speak- 
er, replied: “Nor are there any wooden- 
legged preachers ‘there,’’ referring to Un- 
cle Jimmy’s well-known physical infirmity. 

it was rarely, however, that he was 
placed at a disadvantage in the cut-and- 
inrust style of disputation. 


Bishop Pierce said some things that were 
gems of oratory. Here is an instance in 
point: He was speaking of Giod’s covenant 
with His people and how affiction was oft- 
times an expression of His favor and good- 
ness. Said the great divine when God had 
dried up the waters of the deluge he set 
His bow in the clouds. And let this remind 
us that as it requires both the raindrop 
and the sunbeam to form the rainbow, so 
tears and smiles blend in His gracious 
dealings with His children. 


Bishop Kavanaugh, long since dead, pre- 
sided at the first annual conference ever 
held, at Rome, 1859. He was ponderous in 
body, but never platitudinous in his preach- 
ing. His sermon on the resurrection of 
Christ was a rare specimen of eloquence. 
Indeed, he belonged to the same school of 
oratory with Tom Marshall and Henry 
Clay. He was of Irish descent and had 
a large-share of the wit that seems indige- 
nous to the “‘land of the shamrock.” 

He exhibited this in his address to the 
conference in Rome just before reading the 
appomtments. He knew that some would 
be disappointed and others mortified by 
the hard places to which they were as- 
signed. He spoke of his first appointment 
to a mountain circuit—possibly in Kast Ten- 
nessee or western North Carolina, He 
feit humiliatea and «nought the bishop had 
a grudge against him. “But,” said he, 
“like a true soldier 1 resolved to make tne 
best of it i could.’’ With a brave heart he 
went to his circuit, where the wolves and 
bears had not been exterminated. He 
slept in log cabins where he could study 
astronomy through the crevices of the roof. 
His food was tough bacon and Diue-stent 
collards, with an occasional nip at baked 
‘possum. The people were poor and illit- 
erate, but they got happy unaer his preach- 
ing and sinners were converted at weil nigh 
every service. The mothers In Israel Knit- 
ting him socks by the dozen at odd times, 
gave hiin a suit of home-made jeans clothes. 
‘Besides,’ continued the biswop, ‘there 
were other compensations. The purest wa- 
ter out of the coldest springs; the balmiest 
breezes in summer from the mountain tops. 
The year passed, and as Il started to conter- 
ence 1 had $id in my pocket and @ hew 
sheepskin vor my saddle.” by this time the 
audience, including the preachers, was in 
a roar’ of laughter, in which the bishop 
heartily joined. When tthe audience Was 
quieted he added: “‘And yet, afterall, that 

stripling circuit preacher, by some 
strange freak of fortune, became 
a bishop. Who can tell but a 
destiny may overtake you’? And 
after prayer by Brother James Evans, 
if you are all ready, I will answer the 
last question: Where are the preaches 
stationed for the next year?’ 

And thus ended the first annual confer- 
ence at Home. May the present session end 
as happily for ail con cerned.

Bishop Enoch M. Marvin, if we judge by 
his middle name—Mather—was a remote 
descendant of the Puritan fathers of New 
England. Whether this be true or oth- 
erwise, he certainly was a_straitlaced 
Mechodist and a preacher of transcendant 
ability. 

His sermon delivered in the basement of 
1874, on “Qhrist and the Church,” 
was a pulpit masterpiece. The  base- 
ment was packed, and Dr. Harrison, the 
pastor, Dr. Potier, myself and two or three 
others whom I cannot recall, listened to 
that grand discourse from the preacher's 
study. Bishop Marvin was, perhaps, the 
only man who was ever elected to the epis- 
copacy without previously having served a 
term in the general conference. 

His preaching was uniformly of a high 
order, for he never drew his bow at a 
venture. We can hardly rate him a great 
wit, but he thad a raciness of style that 
frequently smacked of Knglish hhumor. It 
scintillated like some of the sermons of 
Sidney Smith and Jeremy Taylor. Possi- 
biy his greatest pulpit effort was a com- 
mencement sermon at Emory college on the 
text, “‘What is man?” It was in no wise a 
discussion of anthropology, but an effort to 
show God's estimation of man from a Bible 
siandpoint. Not the least striking observa- 
tion in the very outset of the sermon was 
to this effect, that while the spacious firm- 
ament above us, with its vast host of stars, 
was simply the ‘‘work of His fingers,’’ man 
was the produce of a diviner wisdom and 
workmanshp. 

The whole material universe sprung into 
existence by the breath of his mouth. But 
when he came to the creation of man, he 
convokec a council of the triune godhead 
and said: “‘Let us make man in our own 
image and after our own likeness.” But not 
only did he set forth the dignity of man in 
the process of his creation, but yet far more 
in the care that he bestows upon him, 

True, he watches the fall of a sparrow 
and careth for oxen, but he is so mindful 
of man that he numbers the hairs of his 
head and orders his very steps in all the 
pilgrimage of life. 

This, of course, is the merest outlina of 
his argument. It was illustrated, however, 
in every conceivable way by arguments 
and facts drawn from science and history. 
At times he almost lifted his audience to 
its feet. Old men wept like little children 
and the amen corner resounded with loud 
hosannas. 

Great men like Bishop Pierce and the late 
Senator Colquitt confessed that they had 
never heard such matchless eloquence in the 
pulpit or from the rostrum. 

The fame of it swept over the continent 
and the memory of it still abides fresh in 
the hearts of his living hearers. 

This great Dishop died while compara- 
tively young, nor shall we soon look upon 
W. J. SCOTT.

After two weeks’ hard struggle 
for eWistence she will quietly make her exit 
nicht and Bullfinch, the equine 
star. will then be out of an engagement. 
Poor fellow! He did his best, but it is the 
way with all of us actors—we must take 
eur chances. The play is the worst I ever 
saw. Carrie Turner keeps a firm clutch on 
the center of the stage, but what she is try- 
ing to do, or whgt the play is about, nobody 
has been able to determine. Miss Turner's 
double chin reminds one that time is fleet- 
ing. ‘The New Woman’ is at Palmer's and 
although there is nothing rew about her the 
east ig strong and the costumes are lovely. 
Annie Russell gives a sweet, pleasing per- 
formance of the leading part, one tnat lin- 
gers with you. She has the sweetest, most 
musical and magnetic little voice on the 
stege. Virginia Harned, who says she is 
going to star next season, plays the part*of 
an adventuress who loves with her brain 
and seorns the wife of her enamorata, who 
loves with a pure, sweet, womanly love. She 
lint waict mmech; but the little she did was 
of the most passionate kind, and quite the 
reverse of what the brainy, deliberate wo- 
inman she wags trying to portray would Rave 
done. She has a fine neck and chest which 
she gives the public full benefit of. She 
puts too much red on her lips, and has an 
affected, unnatural expression of the mouth 
which makes it a very prominent feature. 
Ek. N. Holland is splendid as the amorous 
old roue, and Madeline Bouton looks very 
pretty, as an advanced woman. She had 
some very trying lines to speak, such as 
‘Why can't a woman do just as a man does’? 
Why should a woman have children and 
man have none?” But she accomplished the 
feat as gracefully as anybody could, under 
the circumstances. “The Way to Win a Wo- 
man’ has been played at the Thursday mat- 
inee at the Lyceum theater during E. H. 
Sothern’s engagement there. The way is 
certainly a peculiar one to commit a theft 
and then deliberately confess and plan a 
suicide, having the poison almost to his lips 
before the woman gets won.

‘Lillian Russell is ‘the queen of 
brilliants’ at Abbey’s theater. Lillian’s 
avoirdupois is the principal feature of her 
performance. Her face is still lovely, al-

He retorted with a chair, and 
then went to the sidewalk, where he dared 
Erlanger to come out, Abe went and Thir- 
tieth street grew dark with language. But 
the fight stopped. No rumors yet of a duel.” 

All of which is easy to believe, for if there 
in one man in New York—Corbett’s pres- 
ence not barred—who i$ able to take good 
and sufficient care of himself it is that 
same A. Erlanger, Esq.

“The Tornado,” a scenic production by 
Lincoln Carter, author of ‘“The Fast Mail,” 
will be the attraction Monday and Tuesday 
at the Grand.

One of the most beautiful exhibits which 
the board of woman managers propose hav- 
ing in this building will be the gallery of 
beauty—not southern beauty alone, but the 
portraits and miniatures of beautiful wo- 
men throughout this country. Of course, 
however, it is probable that southern beau- 
ties will predominate, as they will be less 
trouble to obtain, and indeed, a gallery of 
southern beauties alone would give an ex- 
cellent showing on the part of famous and 
gifted women who have possessed the fatal 
gift. Take, for instance, such women of 
an older generation as Mrs. Governor Pick- 
ens, of South Carolina, who reigned the 
queen of beauty at a Russian court; Mrs. 
Lee Jordan, who won the admiration of 
the last Napoleon and was’ considered by 
all who knew her one of the most beautiful 
and enchanting women; Mattie Ould, 
of Virginia, a beautiful woman, 
whose bonmots made her cele- 
brated throughout the country; Sal- 
lie Toombs DuBose, the handsome daughter 
of General Robert Toombs, who reigned 
three scasons in Washington an undisputed 
belle, and who inherited her father’s bril- 
liant wit and eloquence; Hattie Berrien, of 
Savannah, the beautiful daughter of one of 
the south’s most famous jurists and politi- 
cians, and indeed a countless number of 
other women whose names are familiar to 
all southern people. 

Such aristocratic and charming old cities 
as Augusta, Savannah and Macon must 
have a store of treasures in the way of fair 
portraits and miniatures, The Habershams 
and the Elliots, of Savannah, have many 
beautiful portraits and miniatures, and the 
Stiles families of Cartersville and Bruns- 
wick have some exquisite miniatures paint- 
ed by Malbone, the great miniature painter, 
who was their ancestor and for whom the 
family place near Cartersville was named. 
In the Telfair art gallery in Savannah there 
are a number of Malbone’s miniatures, and 
as for modérn miniature painting nothing 
more perfect in that art has been done 
than the paintings on ivory which his 
descendent, Mrs. Caroline Stiles Lovell, has 
done of a number of southern beauties. 
Mr. Henry King, of Augusta, has at his 
family place on the Sandhills some of the 
most beautiful portraits in fhis country, 
among them a number of his famous sis- 
ter, the marchioness of Anglesy. A _ life 
size portrait of her taken at the age of 
sixteen is incomparably lively and then 
there is a small picture painted on 
podcelain that shows her as she is today, 
the superbly “handsome, mature woman. 

Altogether it seems to me that it would 
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be best to make this gallery one of south-. 


ern beauties entirely, because it would 
be more impressive in that way than it 
would be if the women throughout the 
country were represented. Think for in- 
stance of the beautiful portraits and miz- 
iatures of women past and present that 
there must be in Baltimore, Virginia and 
Kentucky. Indeed, I doubt if space can 
be found for all of them that an sities 
woman could gather together. The exhi- 
bition is sure to be one of the most inter-

He is very persuasive, 
very set up with himself—is this house 
decorator that is sent out to you from one 
of the big shops down town, and you will 
have to reason with him calmly and posi- 
tively before you can make him compre- 


| hend that you don’t want one end of your 


window stuff laid down like a neck thing 
on a dressy bodice and the other looped 
about like the portiere in a cheap restau- 
rant. After you have convinced him of 
your objection to this mode you will have 
some trouble to imbue him with your sim- 
ple notions, and if this is impossible, make 
him gét down from his Jadder and go home 
and put your butler up in his place and he 
will probably be able to carry out your 
ideas better than any man with high ideals 
of “dressing a window.” 


Drapery shiould first and last be simple. 
If it is elegant it shows off beter, and if 
it is cheap simplicity will make it honestly 
pleasing, instead of tawdry.

He 
says that the New Yorkers and citizens of 
Chicago are employing British coachmen 
so that now most of the elegant turnouts 
are without check reins and that moreover 
ne good driver ever wisheg to use the check 
rein, as it injures the gait of his horses, 
causing them to stumble, and also detracts 
from their strength, which is greatly in the 
neck.’’ 

The lady goes on to ask me to make a 
plea “for these tortured friends of ours,” 
“for,” says she, “I have suffered over them 
more than you perhaps would think rea- 
sonable, and they are so patient and so 
helpless that it seems intensely cruel and 
ungrateful to treat them so.”’ She is cer- 
tainly right in her feeling, and the letter 
recalled the fact to me that the first thing 
I can remember about horses was that my 
father always insisted on leaving his check 
rein down, as he said it was the cruelest 
and most injurious thing that could be done 
to a horse. ‘*ne reason, indeed, why so 
many livery stable horses are weak and 
insecure on their feet is due to the fact of 
those cruel and indiscriminate drivers who 
hire a horse and buggy to cut a dash with 
and pull the check rein as short and as 
tight as they can possibly get it, the strain- 
ed state of the horse’s head being consider- 
ed the crowning point in their glory. The 
truth is that the check rein, as this lady 
declares, is being used very little now by 
those swell lovers of horse flesh who keep 
apace with foreign customs. The English 
have always dubbed the-fashion a barbar- 
ous American one, and no horse owner in 
Great Britain would think of following it. 
We live too hard and fast over in this 
country. The American’s nerves are allin a 
state of high tension, and he checks up the 
horse’s head in keeping with his own tem- 
perament, but alas! the poor beast is not 
able to endure the unnatural tension and 
his sufferings through this cruel and sense- 
less fashion have been terrible. The owner 
of a fine-blooded horse néeds to use no 
check rein upon him, for ‘‘de thoroughbreds 
hold up dey heads till dey drap,’’ and so 
the custom was one that arose from taw- 
dry American pretense on the part of own- 
ers of common horses. 

‘Why,’ said a New York woman recently 
in gpeaking of the abolishment of the 
check rein, “it is the shoddiest custom in 
the world. What does a woman with a 
fine pair of horses need with check reins to 
their harness? The woman that uses them 
has common horses, will wear sham skirts, 
spy on her maid and chew gum.”’ 

This description is certainly dreadful 
enough to cure anybody of the horse-check- 
ing habit.

Velvet Gowns and Fashionable Ad- 

junets for Evening Wear. 

Paris, November 22.—The “best gown’ 
is trving to shape itself now on the feminine 
retina. What to wear, say to church, to the 
theater, to Aunt Jane’s family dinner, to the 
next card party, or of an evening when 
drops in one’s favored young man, and 
how to add to it fixings to make it look 
new when the occasion is new—to make it 
like several other American institutions, 
combine numerous possibilities in one. It is 
a question of the hour. The French woman 
has her demidress and the English one her 
visiting gown, and back of them on the 
peg. they have invariably a decollete sup- 
plementary known as full dress. So have 
but to how many others 
is the decollete unknown and full dress no 
other than the high-netked best gown. 

It is a comprehensive question there—a 
barlor folding bed in sixteen ‘transforma- 
tions is beside it no matter at all. 

Effects in Vogue and Out. 

There is choice between plain velvet, 
crocodile velvet, velvet barred off like a 
lattice, velvet in shepherd’s checks, velvet 
in every effect. but changeable. 

Have your best gown, then, of velvet, and 
according to your taste or your style or 
your pocketbook. Choose a model from the 
following, or if you do not like the folluwing 
please your self with a modification. 

For Use and Beauty. 

Make a gown of dark brown velvet, barred 
off with light brown. Cut the skirt, if you 
would have it of the latest form, in fourteen 
breadths, a little long round the back, so 
that it spreads out in a big circle on the 
floor, a la Marle de Medicis. Border it with 
a very narrow edge of sable, or leave it 
plain if you prefer. Have a flaro jacket of 
the velvet cut with a low neck, and sew 
on to it a round collar six or eight inches 
wide, and border the collar and jacket with 
sable. Wear it over a high-necked blouse 
of pale green plaited chiffon, with a green 
velvet neck-band. Or make the blouse of 
yellow, if this color suits you better. Cut 
the gigot sleeves to run down on to the hand 
in a long, narrow tongue, If you do not care 
for the jacket, make a bodice, with the front 
full, and plaited into the belt. Put a strap 
of fur over the armholes and applique a 
passementeérie ornament from the front of 
each armhole diagonally down on each side 
towards the middle of the belt, so as to 
frame in.the fullness of the bodice, and by 
keeping the sides plain make the waist 
look small, Or make a plain bodice with a 
low-necked jet corselet, and trim every 
seam of the skirt down with jet passemen- 
terie. 

Simple Skirts. 

A skirt of fourteen breadths will seem to 
many women to require a too extravagant 
amount of trimming, particularly if every 
seam is to be trimmed, as is much the fash- 
icn, and so it should be said that skirts of 
ordinary gores are not out of fashion. A 
plain skirt of front, side gore and back is 
very fashionably made with the front 
breadth all reund like an apron, fay with 
an edge of fur and a thread of embroidery 
or @ passementerie applique inside, and the 
same border all round the foot. 

As an adjunct to vary this gown and wear 
under a cleak have a brown satin blouse, 
laid in tucks, with a stitched box plait 
down the front, into which put ‘catseye 
studs. Have a ‘thigh turn-over collar, and 
gleeves like those described above, running 
down on to the hand, 

Shepherd Checks, 

Finely checked velvet is very fashionable. 
It is not as dressy as plain velvet, and is 
suitable rather to out-of-doors toilet and 
day wear; but I have scen a gown of it in 
black and rose, made for the Countess 
C—tski, that was quite beautiful enough 
for a diner intime even at the Grand cha- 
teau, where it is to be worn. A facing of 


black velvet is on the skirt, the upper edge . 


cut in inverted scallops and bordered with 
jet, and from the angle of each scallop 
down over the black a vertical strip of 
sparkling cut jet passementerie. The bod- 
ice has a lownecked corselet of jet pagse- 
menterie, slashed up in points from the 
black velvet belt. Black collar band. 
New Blouses, 

Blouses of checked velvet are one of the 
newest fancies for wear with plain skirts. 
Made'in the private houses, some of them 
are garnished with sheer book muslin neod- 
lework. One made by Leyvaster, of black 
and white check, has a front set in of 
needlework some four or five inches wide. 
The needlewoik is made with a stitched 
box plait and a cluster of fine tucks and 
narrow Valenciennes each side. The velvet 
is turned under each side or cut out, and 
the muslin lies over a blue lining. Over the 
velvet neckband is turned down a collar of 
the needlework, and the sleeve has the top 
fullness plaited in at the elbow, and hence 
down the back is set in a strip of needle- 
work over blue to the wrist. which has a 
needlework turn-over cuff. A showy blouse 
for an afternoon at home is of Nile-green 
velvet, with pompadour flowers, with a 
white lace front dver rose. 


These blouses are easily made by the | 


amateurs. The back fits in plaits to ‘the | 


lining, and the front, also in plaits, is 
bouffant. The neckband and belt are gen- 
erally of velvet, wrinkled and drawn round 
to hook behind with little gathered flanges. 
It may be useful to say that these have the 
best effect made in this way: Finish the 
blouse with a plain band sewed on; then 
cut a bias piece of velvet six inches wide 
and long enough to go around the neck, 
which finish by hemming on the sides and 
gathering at each end with the flanges. It 
is not lined. Catch the middle of one side 
to the lower edge of the stationary band, 
and when the blouse.is put on it is turned 
up and hooked round. Thus it always looks 
fresh. The belt is done in the. same way, 
and without lining, but a whalebone may 
be caught in down the front. 

A skirt of black velvet is useful and in 
good taste for nearly all occasions. It 
need have no bodice, as silk blouses are so 
much worn. Make it with plain side gores 
and put a sable edge on the bottom and 
above it a soutache braid, set 
curves, with a cluster of three loops at 
intervals. Have to go with this for day 
wear a black satin blouse, like the brown 
one described above. For evening, huve a 
full plaited blouse of mauve chiffon with 
enormous puffed sleeves, each as large as 
the bodice and reaching just over the el- 
bow. Wrinkled neckband and belt, fasten- 
ed ‘behind, of mauve velvet. Elaborate 
this toilet still further by putting ever the 
blouse a mauve velvet sleeveless figaro, 
embroidered with gold. Or make the blouse 
of Nile green with a green figaro, edged 
with an applique of gray velvet, embroider- 
ed down with gold; or if you are a bru- 
nette have theeblouse of light yellow and 
the figaro of deep yellow and trim these 
with sable, and this will be the most stun- 
ning of all.

pleases, and she must dress her hair nattily 
and tuck an ornament of ribbon or of gold 
or shell therein. But unless she ‘‘assists’’’ 
she must wear a bonnet or hat, and a call- 
ing toilet, less dressy than for a luncheon, 
preferably a stylish cloth gown with effec- 
tive trimming and faultless fit and finish.

A QUEER CHARACTER. 


Whose History Recalls Old Election 
Times in Georgia. 

Madison, Ga., November 21.—‘‘Elec- 
tion times are not like they were be- 

_ fore the war,” said an old resident of Madi- 
son to a crowd seated around the fire 
in Charley George’s drug store the other 
night. The recent election had been the 
absorbing topic—hence the remark. 

“In the old days, when the whigs and 
democrats were the only parties, there 
seemed to be a great deal more interest 
manifested than there is now. The vote 
in Morgan county was close and the party 
that came out ahead would celebrate the 
event with great jollity. They would 
bring out an old cannon—a six-pounder— 
and a brass band and make the welkin ring 
with their enthusiasm. 

“Every election would always terminate 
in three or four free fights, and it was no 
uncommon thing in those days to see two 
men in a fist and cuff fight on the public 
square without being disturbed. The old 
cannon seemed to be a bone of conten- 
tention between the two parties, and when 
one party saw they were going to be de- 
feated they would &teal it and hide it to 
keep the victors from using it in their 
grand celebration. One time it was stolen 
and carried out of town and buried, where 
it lay for years and years. Finally it was 
resurrected to celebrate a great victory one 
of the parties had achieved over the other. 
In shooting the cannon, Jimmy McCarthy, 
whose enthusiasm was bubbling over, 
Jumped astride of it and the old thing 
busted, sending Jimmy skyward. It was 
some weeks before Jimmy could navigate. 

‘Jimmy McCarthy was a noted charac- 
ter in Madison in ‘those days. He came 
from the north, and was a stone-cutter by 
trade. Though northern born, Jimmy was 
a true believer in the south, and when his 
brother visited him down here, and began 
vilifying our people, Jimmy ouldn’t stand 
it, and a regular cat and dog fight was the 
result. After that Jimmy’s brother didn‘t 
tarry long in Madison.

What It Cost to Discover America. 


When every one is joining in the national 
Thanksgiving Day and giving praises for 
possessing the benefits of the great country 
we live in, it is a question of some interest 
to know how much money it took to discov- 
er this land for the finding of which 60.\U@,- 
000 of people are expressing their gratitude. 

It ig not as colossal a sum as one would 
think, especially in comparison with money 
values today, that is, if we are to judge at 
alj from the items of Columbus's expedi- 
tion. It cost: only 1,400,000 Spanish mara- 
vedis, which is about $7,500, according to our 
present standard. 

Think of it! Only two-thirds of the amount 
rich men give today ag a simple legucy. 
About one-sixth of the president of the 
United States’ salary, and less thén one- 
hundredth of what Mr. Vanderbilt pays for 
one of his houses. 

In the archives preserved tn Madrid it is 
stated that $350 was given to Christopher 
Columbus for his services. He had two cap- 
tains under him who received $195 each, and 
the sailors got $2.50 a month, besides their 
rations. The rest of the $7,500 covers the 
cost of ships and fittings. 

It seems rather odd that the desire for 
so small a sim on Columbus's part should 
have thrown the treasuries of Spain into 
such a flutter, and cause Isabella, the 
queen, to have been compelled to pawn her 
crown jewels to raise this amount. When 
people read of all the grandeur of those old- 
day kingdoms, one naturally thinks of the 
people spending milliong of dollars, but evi. 
dently they knew nothing of luxuries or 
vast enterprises, as the men living now do.

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A PLAYFUL PANTHER. 


Upper Bast Tennessee seems to be, and 
doubtless is, one of varied and infinite re- 
sources and porducts. Poets have written of 
her mountain grand, her crystal rivers and 
Italian skies, while the newspaper man 
seems to never tire of writing of the heroic 
deeds of her ancient worthies, as well as 
her prodigies of the present duy. And one 
of the most noticeable things about all 
of these letters is that distance seems to 
lend wonderful enchantment to the view of 
the different writers.

HOW TO MAKE A MINIE-DART. 


The toy I am about to describe is one 
which will, I am sure, entértain all the 
bcys; it is cne that is easily made from 
material within the reach of every reader. 
A pine stick two feet long and one-half 
inch thick, two brads, a piece of puasteboard 
or stiff card five inches long and two wide, 
an ash stick three feet long and a piece of 
stout string constitute all the materia! nec- 
et sary. 
Whittle your pine stick perfectly straight 
and round, a little larger in diameter than 
a lead pencil. With a small saw cut in one 
end a slit about five inches deep. Into this 
slit insert the ptece of card, first cutting 
it the shape of figure 1. Tack it on with 
two or three brads, clinching them on the 
other side to insure their firmness. When 
this is done (and not before) balance the 
dart on your knife blade to tind the “center 
of gravity,” and at the point where it 
balances cut a notch slanting in the direc- 
ticn of the point away from the card end. 
If you cut this notch in the center or near 
the end the dart will not work. It must be 
just where it balances.

time. The dart will leave the string and 
soar high into the air. 
The lighter the durt ig made and the 
more springy the whip, thé higher the min- 
fe-dart will fly. Be correct in your aim 
and ycu may learn to hit the mark as 
well as did the old-time slingers. But be 
careful not to break windows or “smash

better they are enjoyed. Their elders, huw- 
ever, Manage to give them considerable in- 
formation by means of story-telling. 

Keverybody Knows that Chinese women, 
excepting those of the lower classes, have 
extremely small feet, and that this small- 
ness is produced by Keeping the feet bound 


tightly for veirs. The process dces not be- 


gin, as many people suppose, in the girls’ 
infancy. Jl’erhaps it would be easier for 
the girls if it did. The girl Is six or eight 
, years old when the binding begins. She is 


Willing, for with large and naturai feet she 
she could never be a lady. When the bind- 
ing begins the child wears a shoe of the 
size to which she has been accustomed,

She has 
light household duties to perform, and, in 
epite of all ihat is thought about her hum- 
drum life by pecple in this country, she 
finds ife as enjoyable as we do.

When & Briton Takes One to His Heart 
He Leaves Nothing Undone to Make 
His Guest Enjoy Himself. 


London, England, November 12.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—There has been some dis- 
pute as to whether the English are as 
Warm-hearted as Americans. I am an 
Ameriean, and I think Americans can’t be 
beaten in that line, but I have seen some 
little freaks of hospitality over here that 
eclipse anything in the way of hospitality 


I ever saw. 

Not long ago I asked an Englishman 
whom I had met but once, if he could give 
me the address of a certain man we both 
knew. He said he could not remember it, 
but that is was in the court-directory. I 
told him I should look it up, but he insist- 
ed on doing it for me. He ran around the 
corner and down two blocks into a public 
house, as the bars are called here, and came 
back red ih thé face ahd panting. He had 
written the address on a card and explicit 
directions how to reach the place by half a 
dozen railway and tram lines, two or three 
bus lines, cabs, and by three or four at- 
tractive routes by foot. He had stopped on 
the way and bought a 6-penny guide to 
London and offered it to me with his auto- 
graph and compliments on the fly leaf. I 
told him I had a Badacker, but he eagerly 
explained to me that his purchase contained 
a pictorial plan of the city by which one 
could tell the location of the parks by 
splotches of green, and the public buildings 
and churches by their domes, spires, etc. 
I missed’ an engagement by his prolonged 
politeness, but I got a good idea of English 
hospitality. Another freak of hospitality 
I came across in this way: 

A man =I had never met called at my 
lodgings. I was eut, but he left a note say- 
ing he was very anxious to meet me to talk 
over a matter of business in which We are 
both interested, and that he was obliged 
to leave for Egypt the next morning.

He was 
so profuse with his regrets that I half 
fancied he must be the brother of my caller, 
but 1 dismissed the thought. A man’s 
brother never leaves off his h’s .ar. puts 
on an evening suit before 6 o'clock. I stem- 
med the tide of his cockney dialect, and ask- 
ed him when Mr. Walthrep -would be in. 

“*E’s hinvited some friends to dine with 
"Im hat seven, sir,”’ he replied, “hand ’e’ll 
be hin hall hevening.”” Then he begged me 
to come in and have a cup of tea. I did not 
fancy taking tea with a butler. I was 
afraid the master might come in suddenly 
and think I had sneaked in the back way, 
so I refused. 

“Perhaps I might see him just a moment 
during the evening,” I said. “Tell him I 
shall call about 9:30 o’cloek.’”’ 

“*E would be glad to:’ave you come to 
dinner, sir, 'e would,’ said the lackey. 
‘It is anawful humiliating thing to 
blush before a man who opens cab doors 
and has bowed the legs of himself and his 
future generations by drawing corks, but 
I did.

I have never known. of an Englishman ta 
having a previous engagement or to de- 
cline an invitation. If you invite him any- 
where he catches his breath, pinches him- 
self to see if he is dreaming, trembles with 
excitement and then accepts with elaborate 
thanks and dozens of awe-inspired ques- 
tions about your plans, 

This brings to mind a story on my friend 
Palfrey. Palfrey is an American with a 
Latin quater income, and a certain literary 
reputation. He writes stories and things, 
and is quite a lady’s man in upper Bo. 
hemia. He is the most euileless fellow that 
ever breathed, and his guilelessness is ac- 
centuated by a delicious enthusiasm. The 
other day he came to me bubbling over 
with an idea. 


pensive lodgings for a week and write up 
college life,” he said. “We')j get out of 
London, cut down expenses (because no 
one will know us there), and we'll have a 
big lark.” 

I consented, and not _bein enthusiasti 
about the smoky, wet English ons 
thought no more about it. But later in 
the day we met at a Swagger afternoon 
tea. Since I had seen him, Palfrey had be- 
come thoroughly en rapport with the idea 
of the Oxford visit, and could not contain 
it. He looked like a freshman and walked 
as if he were in cap and gown. To every 
group he joined I heard him expatiating on 
Oxford, Oxford, Oxford! his handsome 
young face lit with enthusiasm. 

Oxford is only forty miles from London 
but Palfrey met many Londoners who had 
never been there, and they grew quite in- 
terested in his glowing description of it.

But an Englishman never sug- 
gests pleasure to another human being when 
he is not in a hospitable mood. If the 
invitation is to a place in town thé one in- 
vited is excited; if it is out of town, he 
is wild.
